She information you have requested is bread in scope 
and in 6one instances will bo compiled in files of extensive 
volume. Ac you know, the recently amended Freedom of Information 
Act requires disclosure of material contained in investigatory 
records of the, type maintained by the FBI, but provides for 
exemption of certain material including that specified .in 
Title S, United States Code, Section Sf 2 (b)(7). This involves 
a page-by-page review of o\;r records for e determination of 
v.hat rate rial js subject to exemption under the Act, and a 
resolution of what, if any, "reasonably seer eg .able" portion 
of the: record nay be nade available. *.7e have experienced this 
is, of necessity, a time consuming tack involving de tormina tion 
of many complex legal and factual issues. ; ■ 

Vo are aware of the time limitations imposed by the 
Freedom cf Information Act with respect to response to requests, 
end the spirit end intent of this legislation in this regard. 

I can assure you where material can be readily identified as . 
subject to release under tlie Freed era of Information Act, tUli; 
vill be done. I ' 

We are currently experiencing an ex trer-.ely “heavy 
voltrve of requests for inf emotion, generated by the recent 
emewdnontn to the Freedom of Information Act, end have added 
personnel to cur staff for the purpose of processing these 
requests. In view cf this backlog of work I an unable- to 
give you a specific cate regarding any release cf docvx.or.fcs, 
but wish to advise you the matter its being handled as promptly 
as possible, " '
